T h e personal courage of the 
M exicans was noticeable. 
A federal 
officer mounted rode out from near 
th e c e n t e r of Muir line with a small 
d e t a c h m e n t to reconnoiter. It was not 
long before lib hors** was shot in tho 
loins an d Rank to the ground. 
At the 
tim e o th e r bullets were tearing up 
t h e ea rth about the officer. Ile slowly 
atepped off hts animal and calmly 
walked back to the works, smoking 
his cigarette, seemingly unperturbed 
A n o th e r interesting display of bravery 
was given by the members of a C a r­ 
ra n z a m achine gun crew. 
One man 
was operating a gun in the open. H e 
would fire a few 
rounds, and then 
stand up an d walk about for a few mo­ 
ments, and then return and lire somo 
more. 
Federal bullets were makin g 
things w a r m about his gun, but he 
n e v e r seem ed to notice them.
